Be  Regulated  by  Measure 
Being  Introduced  Today 


WOULD  LICENSE 
WHEAT  SELLERS 

House  Given  Plan  for  Re- 
duction in  Production  by 
Individual  Quotas 


OTTAWA.  Feb.  8  (CP).  — An  In- 
dividual quota  system  for  Western 
farmers  to  control  wheat  production 
under  the  world  agreement  was 
proposed  In  the  Housj  of  Commons 
by  Ernest  E.  Perley.  Conservative. 
Qu'Appelle.  Sask.  Farmers  would 
be  licensed  to  sell  grain  so  Canada's 
200,000,000-bushel  world  export 
quota  would  not  be  exceeded  and 
compulsory  acreage  reduction  would 
not  become  necessary. 

The  Saskatchewan  member  made 
his  proposal  when  continuing  the 
address  debate.  It  would  Involve 
co-operation  from  the  provinces,  in 
fact  they  would  assume  administra- 
tive control.  The  first  step  would 
be  to  add  domestic  wheat  require- 
ments to  the  export  total  and  divide 
this  by  the  number  of  acres  to  be 
seeded  In  the  West  this  Spring. 
This  would  give  the  estimated 
buahelage  per  acre  to  be  reduced, 
probably  fifteen  on  an  average  of 
21,000.000.  The  figure  fifteen  forms 
the  basis  of  the  scheme. 

WOULD  AVOID  SURPLUSES 

Individual  farmers  then  would  be 
Issued  permits,  based  on  sworn 
statements  as  to  acreage.  If.  for 
Instance,  a  farmer  seeded  one  hun- 
dred acres  and  the  expected  pro- 
duction was  fifteen  bushels,  his  per- 
mit would  enable  him  to  sell  1.500 
bushels.  If  his  crop  exceeded  that 
total,  he  could  purchase  the  permit 
of  another  farmer  whose  crop  did 
not  come  up  to  average 

If.  for  Instance,  the  Western  total 
crop  exceeded  the  export  total  of 
200,000,000  bushels  and  the  average 
domestic  requirement  of  125,000.000

The  Legislature  will  be  aaked  to 
ratify  the  action  of  the  Government 
in  extending  to  farmers  the  period 
for  making  payment  under  the  Tax 
Consolidation  Act.  The  speech  also 
forecast  certain  changes  In  this  act. 

Owing  to  poor  prices  for  their 
products,  many  farmers  were  not  In 
a  position  to  meet  payments  under 
a  consolidated  tax  plan  last  year 
and  this  will  be  taken  Into  con- 
sideration when  the  act  comes  be- 
fore the  House  for  revision. 

AT  WINNIPEG 

Revision  and  consolidation  of  pro- 
visions in  regard  to  taxation  powers 
of  municipalities,  consderatlon  of 
legislation  to  give  greater  uniformity 
In  laws  relating  to  succession  dutlea. 
and  revision  of  other  statutes  were 
forecast  in  the  Speech  from  the 
Throne,  delivered  by  Lieutenant- 
Governor  J.  D.  McOregor,  at  the 
opening  of  the  second  session  of  the 
nineteenth  Manitoba  Legislature. 

The  unemployment  problem  con- 
tinued grave,  with  one  out  of  every 
ten  In  Manitoba  receiving  relief, 
and  providing  necessary  funds  was 
becoming  Increasingly  burdensome 
Measures  to  cope  with  the  situation 
had  gone  forward,  and  the  closest 
co-operation  had  existed  between 
the  province,  the  municipalities  and 
the  Dominion  Government. 

PRICES  AND  HARVESTS 

Low  prices  of  farm  products,  and 
In  some  districts  poor  harvests,  had 
prevented  any  substantial  improve- 
ment in  rural  conditions. 

In  some  lines  of  activity  some 
improvement  in  conditions  had  been 
noted.  In  lumbering  there  had  been 
little  change,  but  there  had  been  a 
marked  increase  in  output  of  rail- 
road ties,  pulpwood  and  fuel  wood. 
Mining  had  shown  increased  ac- 
tivity, gold  production  having 
mounted.  Many  mines  had  reached 
production  stage,  and  It  was  ex- 
pected that  many  more  would  be 
producing  before  the  end  of  the 
year. 

The  fur  Industry  had  shown  a 
decided  Improvement  over  last  year. 
»lth  an  Increase  in  price  and  quan- 
tity exported. 

The  commission  appointed  to  In- 
quire into  the  fishing  industry 
had  submitted  recommendations  de- 
signed to  overcome  evils  of  uneco- 
nomic competitions,  and.  at  the 
same  time,  restrain  collective  action 
from  becoming  monopoly  control. 

IN  NEW  BRUNSWICK 

Legislation  to  promote  the  pro- 
duction, marketing  and  distribu- 
tion of  natural  products,  to  amend 
the  Elections  Act.  to  consolidate  and 
amend  the  prpsent  Motor  Vehicle 
Act.  and  aid  the  settlement  of  dis- 
putes between  employers  and  em- 
ployees In  the  lumber  Industry,  will 
be  submitted  at  tho  fourth  session 
of  New  Brunswick's  seventeenth 
Legislature.  Legislation  for  a  new 
Succession  Duty  Act  will  be  Intro- 
duced.

ECONOMIC  IMPROVEMENT

Stogryn, 
It  was  represented  by  counsel,  had 
never  been  away  from  home  until 
ten  days  before  this  happened.  He 
belonged  to  Calgary,  and  after  some 
misunderstanding  with  his  father, 
unknown  to  the  family  he  had  left 
home  on  a  freight  train.  His  father 
had  represented  that  the  boy  was 
ready  to  come  home  and  would 
be  taken  care  of.

1769,  passed  through  the 
Straits  of  Mackinac  during  a  gale, 
and  disappeared. 

John  Osogwin,  Lescheneaux  In- 
dian, has  revealed  a  legend  which 
places  the  hull  near  Birch  Island, 
off  the  town  of  Lescheneaux.

SCRIBE  AND  POLICE 
ARE  AFRAID  OF  THE 
BIG  BAD  HOOT  OWL 


The  life  and  works  of  Robert 
Louis  Stevenson  were  made  the  sub- 
ject of  an  Interesting  address  by 
Robert  Allison  Hood,  of  Vancouver, 
who  spoke  before  the  Victoria 
branch  of  the  Canadian  Authors' 

Association  at  the  Maccabees  Hall 
last  night. 

Mr.  Hood,  who  Is  himself  the  au- 
thor of  three  books,  told  of  Steven- 
son's principles  of  truth  In  deplc- 
that  he  believed  always 
In  the  principle  of  preaching  and 
teaching  in  all  written  works,  so 
long  as  the  teaching  was  well 
enough  cloaked  as  to  be  painlessly 
absorbed  by  the  reader.  Although 
he  had  been  accused  of  changing 
his  style  with  every  book,  said  Mr. 
Hood,  he  actually  had  a  style  of  his 
07.t\.  which  he  utilized  in  its  basic 
degrees  in  all  his  works. 

NEVER  GREW  UP 

"Stevenson  was  said  never  to 
have  grown  up,"  stated  Mr  Hood, 
"and  in  this  it  may  be  observed 
|  that  he  certainly  retained  up  to  the 
time  of  his  death  his  boyish  outlook 
on  life.  He  saw  romance  in  every- 
thing, and  for  this  reason  most  of 
his  books  were  of  the  adventurous 
type,  particularly  Treasure  Island' 
and  'Kidnapped  '  He  believed  in 
convincing  and  enchanting  his 
reisers,  and  was  painstaking  and 
exacting  in  all  his  work. 

"One  of  his  outstanding  charac- 
teristics was  simplicity  of  plot  and 
material.  He  never  overdescrlbed 
nor  would  he  put  In  a  line  of  dia- 
logue that  was  not  absolutely  es- 
sential to  the  story,"  Mr.  Hood 
stated. 

Mrs.  Thomas  Oore  delivered  a 
craft  talk  on  the  construction  of  the 
short  story.  James  Petrie  contrib- 
uted two  songs,  both  of  which  were 
composed  to  fit  poems  of  Steven- 
son's, the  first,  "Maid  of  Athens," 
and  the  second.  "Requiem."  Miss 
K.  Irvine  and  William  Irvine  were 
enthusiastically  received  when  they 
played  two  piano  duets,  the  first  of 
which.  Hungarian  Rhapsody  No.  2, 
was  roundly  applauded.

Carry  Injured

Lads  Convey  Seagull  on  Special 
Stretcher  to  City  Head-

With  the  salutation  "81r,  we  have 
a  wounded  bird  here."  two  ten-year- 
old  boys  stamped  into  the  police 
station  charge  office  yesterday 
afternoon,  carrying  between  them  a 
stretcher  made  from  a  packing  box 
and  wooden  slats.

Probably  a  score  and  one  things,  as  well  as 
the  pawnshop  scandal,  are  responsible  for  the 
jppmot  rioting  In  the  French  capital  There  Is 
no  governent  In  the  world  so  ratponalve  to  public 
opinion  as  that  of  Fianoa.  Tha  people  see  In  the 
many  changes  In  ministries  during  the  past  year 
an  indication  of  popular  loss  of  faith  in  any 
quality  of  permanence  of  policy.  This  lack  of 
permanence  Is  due  to  the  variety  of  the  political 
parties  in  France.  Every  government  has  to  com- 
promise so  as  to  bring  a  group  of  parties  together 
if  it  Is  to  secure  a  favorable  vote  in  the  Chamber. 
The  waverings  and  Indecisions  of  those  parties 
have  reached  such  a  stage  that  it  is  hard  to  pre- 
dict any  government  In  France,  as  matters  stand, 
that  can  retain  power  for  long. 

There  are  forces  at  work  in  France  that  as  yet 
remain  unfathomed  by  the  press  correspondents. 
It  can  hardly  be  believed  that  Royalists  and 
Communists  alone  could  be  responsible  for  such 
sustained  rioting  as  Paris  has  witnessed  for  some 
days  past.  It  Is  difficult  to  credit  this  resurgence 
of  popular  emotion  to  the  pawnshop  scandal, 
greatly  as  that  convulsed  the  public  conscience. 
The  fact  seems  to  be  that  a  large  element  of  the 
Parisians  has  lost  faith  In  the  form  of  govern- 
ment that  obtains.  As  in  the  case  of  previous 
outbreaks,  there  Is  no  clear  conception  of  what  is 
wanted  as  an  alternative.  That  Is  why  Royalists 
and  Communists  are  found  rioting  together,  but 
there  must  be  other  elements  as  well  who  are 
contributing  to  the  unrest.  The  French  are  a 
people  who  like  to  be  ruled  by  a  strong  hand. 
They  have  seen  weakness  In  every  government 
they  have  had  for  some  time  past,  and  It  Is 
doubtful  If  they  see  any  strong  man  on  the  po- 
litical horizon.  The  outbreaks  In  Paris  will  prob- 
ably, If  continued,  lead  to  similar  happenings  all 
over  the  country,  for  France  as  a  whole  is 
strangely  responsive  to  unrest  in  its  capital.  For 
the  moment  the  situation  Is  obscure,  but  such 
situations  have  a  habit  of  clarifying  themselves 
with  remarkable  rapidity. 

THRIFT  AND  RECOVERY 


The  technical  press  of  the  United  States  Is 
Inclined  to  doubt  the  efficacy  of  some  at  least  of 
the  schemes  which  President  Roosevelt  is  putting 
into  effect.  This,  naturally,  Is  the  press  which 
takes  the  long  view,  which  considers  economic 
matters  on  the  basis  of  the  law  of  supply  and 
demand  and  which  is  more  concerned  with  meet- 
ing bills  as  they  are  contracted  than  with  leaving 
them  to  posterity  to  pay.  The  Iron  Age.  for  In- 
stance, says  that  cost  will  decide  during  1934  the 
practicality  of  wage-fixing  by  code  agreements. 
By  that  it  means  cost  to  the  consumer,  "who  will 
shortly  be  asked  to  shoulder  the  load  which  In- 
dustrial capital,  with  non-existent  profits,  has 
been  carrying." 

It  is  cost,  according  to  The  Iron  Age,  that  will 
settle  the  matter  of  collective  bargaining.  The 
cost  will  write  the  epitaph  of  the  recovery  move- 
ment and  its  administration  some  time  in  the 
coming  decade  when  the  bills  are  handed  to  the 
taxpayers  to  be  met.  Rulers  and  ruled  alike  in 
the  United  States  are  now  reckoning  without  the 
cost,  a  process  which  cannot  go  on  Indefinitely 
Gigantic  spending,  as  experience  shows,  has  a 
habit  of  making  people  poor.  The  Iron  Age  says 
that  the  old-fashioned  and  now  out  of  date 
vogue  of  saving  must  be  reborn 'in  1934  if  the 
United  States  Is  to  regain  a  normal  and  durable 
well-being.  There  must  be  cost  saving  as  well, 
for  it  is  such  saving  that  will  be  necessary  to 
rebuild  American  prosperity.  This  publication 
winds  up  its  homily  on  the  recovery  programme 


'  Father  Time  Is  a  shrewd  creditor  and  a  stern 
collector.  When  it  comes  time  for  us  to  pay, 
we  may  offer  him  Utopian  dreams,  mandatory 
wage  rises,  pegged  prices  and  'buy  more'  bally- 
hoo; but  h«  will  not  accept  them  as  legal  tender. 
He  will  say  to  us.  'Produce  your  cost  savings, 
for  they  alone  can  pay  your  bill  for  recovery.' " 

"A  SORRY  FIGURE" 


Sir  Stafford  Crlpps  Is  the  stormy  petrel  of 
Socialism  in  Britain.  Every  time  he  talks  there 
Is  some  section  or  other  of  the  community  he  an- 
tagonizes to  the  policies  he  espouses.  He  Is  the 
particular  advocate  of  a  dictatorship,  having 
failed  to  sense  the  sentiment  of  his  fellow  coun- 
trymen against  any  protess  of  dragooning  in 
government.  He  Is,  however,  sensible  enough  to 
know  that  the  putting  Into  effect  of  the  Social- 
ism he  espouses  would  be  impossible  without 
political  dictatorship,  and  he  is  candid  enough 
to  say  so.  Other  Socialists  advocate  their  cause 
under  a  veneer  of  constitutionalism. 

Sir  Stafford  never  was  so  outright  as  in  his 
"Buckingham  Palace"  speech  and  never  so  effete 
as  in  his  attempt  to  explain  away  its  implica- 
tions. He  realized,  through  the  volume  of  in- 
dignation that  arose  all  over  Britain,  that  his 
Insult  to  the  Crown  was  bad  business  in  a 
political  sense;  so  he  Immediately  turned  round 
and  explained  that  he  firmly  believed  in  a  con- 
stitutional monarch.  Thus  he  Involved  himself 
In  a  contradiction  of  terms.  In  one  breath  he 
pointed  to  Buckingham  Palace  as  an  adverse  in- 
fluence to  be  overcome  if  Socialism  attained 
power  and  In  another  he  pledged  his  faith  to 
constitutional  monarchy.  The  obvious  Inference 
Is  that  Sir  Stafford  docs  not  believe  that  such  a 
monarchy  obtains  In  Britain.  It  Is  true  that  he 
seldom  speaks  now  without  some  explanation  of 
the  extremely  bad  taste  he  showed  In.  dragging 
Buckingham  Palace  into  his  Socialistic  argu- 
ment. In  his  extremity  he  finds  it  necessary  to 
make  effusive  professions  of  loyalty.

GERMAN  DEBT  PAYMENTS 


Note  and  Comment 

By  It   H  U 


Oermany's  decision  to  reduce  her  debt  pay- 
ments without  negotiation  with  the  creditors, 
save  where  the  Swiss  and  Dutch  are  concerned,  Is 
not  acceptable  to  either  Britain  or  the  United 
States.  The  claim  of  Germany  is  that  the  Ger- 
man foreign  exchange  position  does  not  allow 
transfers  on  a  larger  scale  than  is  proposed.  The 
special  arrangements  made  with  Switzerland  and 
the  Netherlands  Is  regarded  by  other  creditors  as 
discriminatory.  Britain's  contention  is  that  if  at 
the  time  larger  amounts  are  not  transferable 
from  Germany  owing  to  the  exchange  situation, 
then  German  bonds  should  be  issued  for  the  non- 
transferable amount,  the  interest  on  them  being 
transferable.  This  proposal  is  open  to  the  objec- 
tion that  such  bonds  might  go  to  a  discount, 
leaving  the  creditors  not  much  better  placed  than 
if  they  received  "scrip."  Germany  Is  unfavorable 
to  this  suggestion. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  Britain,  for  one  nation, 
will  take  steps  to  recover  amounts  that  Germany 
proposes  withholding.  This  can  be  done  by  a 
clearing  arrangement  by  which  the  creditors  will 
be  recouped  from  the  balance  of  Anglo-German 
trade,  which  is  at  present  highly  favorable  to 
Germany.  The  probability  Is  that  Germany  be- 
lieves that  such  a  course  would  not  be  taken 
and  so  Is  Insistent  in  her  attitude.  The  whole 
Issue  has  aroused  feelings  which  are  engendering 
a  good  deal  of  mistrust  and  may  ultimately  have 
an  effect  on  trade  development  between  the 
countries  concerned.

Notwithstanding  the  disabilities 
from  which  the  nations  are  suffer- 
ing in  consequence  of  ignoring  the 
counsels  of  wisdom  of  the  professors 
and  other  theorists,  the  depression 
is  passing,  industries  are  reviving, 
and  business  in  general  is  Improv- 
ing. This  truth  is  admitted,  but 
there  are  differences  of  opinion  as 
to  the  causes  for  the  business  and 
trade  revival.  Some  free  trade 
commentators  of  Canada  attribute 
the  change  in  the  conditions  in  this 
country  to  the  recovery  programme 
of  the  United  States.  They  say 
some  of  the  new  business  which  has 
been  created  by  N.R.A.  has  swept 
over  the  border  to  this  country  and 
paved  the  way  for  prosperity  here. 
But  there  seems  to  be  some  differ- 
ences of  opinion  about  that.  Here 
is  something  we  observed  in  the 
editorial  columns  of  The  Toronto 
Globe,  one  of  the  oldest  Liberal 
newspapers  in  Canada : 

The  shipments  of  coal  from  Cape 
Breton  to  the  Central  Provinces  arc 
stimulated  in  some  measure  by 
Federal  subventions,  but  no  ex- 
traneous factor  seems  to  be  operat- 
ing in  connection  with  the  expand- 
ing trade  in  agricultural  products. 
The  Increased  activity  in  lumber 
export  business  is  ascribed  to  the 
helpful  effects  of  the  Empire  Eco- 
nomic Conference  agreements.  The 
benefits  of  the  Ottawa  pacts  are  be- 
coming manifest  as  well  in  the  steel 
Industry.  Orders  from  the  United 
Kingdom  and  South  Africa  are  pro- 
viding work,  and  a  Canadian  Na- 
tional rail  order  is  being  turned  out 
in  the  Sydney  mills. 

•  •  • 

We  shall  not  quarrel  about  the 
cause  of  the  improvement  of  con- 
ditions in  Canada,  but  it  may  be 
pertinent  to  remark  that  the  free 
traders  of  Canada  naturally  prefer 
to  attribute  the  change  which  has 
overtaken  our  national  business 
situation  to  the  policies  of  the  in- 
tensely protectionist  United  States 
rather  than  to  the  Imperial  prefer- 
ential trade  arrangements  between 
the  Dominions  of  the  British  Empire. 
But  Canada  was  not  the  first  coun- 
try in  the  world  in  which  business 
responded  to-  the  Impulse  alleged 
to  have  given  by  the  recovery  pro- 
gramme of  the  American  republic. 
Australia  is  very  remote  from  this 
continent,  and  It  was  Australia 
which  first  began  to  experience  the 
benefits  of  a  distinct  business 
revival.  South  Africa  is  a  long  way 
from  America,  too,  and  that  Do- 
minion is  the  most  prosperous  state 
in  the  world  today. 

•  •  • 
There  has  been  a  steady  improve- 
ment in  the  trades  and  industries 
of  Great  Britain,  which  is  largely 
attributable  to  Increased  business 
with  the  other  Dominions  of  the 
Empire,  for  none  of  the  foreign  na- 
tions have  reduced  their  tariffs  for 
the  purpose  of  facilitating  interna- 
tional trade.  8tlll  It  is  possible  that 
the  new  deal  in  the  United  States 
Is  to  a  certain  extent  responsible 
for  the  Improved  conditions  in  both 
Canada  and  8outh  Africa.  South 
Africa  is  the  principal  gold-produc- 
ing country  in  the  world,  and  Can- 
ada is  next  to  her  sister  Dominion 
in  the  production  of  the  still  pre- 
cious metal.  The  policy  of  the 
United  8tates  with  respect  to  gold 
has  immensely  Increased  the  price 
of  that  commodity.  South  Africa 
has  been  the  chief  beneficiary  and 
Canada  has  profited  considerably. 
The  production  of  gold  has  become 
one  of  our  chief  industries,  and  all  I 
other  Industrie*  have  been  stim- 
ulated into  greater  activity  by  the 
growth  of  that  industry.

At  the  end  of  my  second  letter 
I  had  reached  the  subject  of  train- 
ing for  volunteer  coast  watchers 
Here  alt  ■one  of  the  probable  sub- 
jects; Local  weather  signs,  daily 
and  seasonable;  local  use  of  the 
aneroid  barometer;  local  tides  and 
of  the  tide  tables;  local  reefs 
channels;  elementary  use  of 
charts;  a  few  of  the  simpler  signals 
at  sea;  writing  messages  and  re- 
porting the  same  by  telephone;  the 
names  of  people  and  officials  to  be 
called  up  by  telephone  when  an  ac- 
cident happens;  how  to  keep  a  sim- 
ple record  of  log  events;  the  duties 
of  watcher  in  the  case  of  an  acci- 
dent, and  the  reasons  why  watcher 
must  stay  within  sound  of  the  tele- 
phone until  the  rescue  is  completed 
and  aU  boats  and  gear  returned  to 
their  proper  places. 

It  is  considered  that  though  there 
are  some  highly  skilled  boatmen 
resident  along  or  near  the  sea  front, 
yet  still  there  are  too  many  people 
who  are  inexperienced  in  the  proper 
management  of  seaworthy  shore 
boats.  It  Is  proposed  to  draw  up  a 
scheme  of  training  for  the  rating 
to  be  known,  for  want  of  a  better 
name,  as  "shore  boatman,"  the  ex- 
amination to  be  mainly  practical 
so  as  Co  improve  the  skill  of  the 
owners  of  all  boats.  The  thorough 
and  long  training  of  candidates  for 
this  rating  will  require  much  co- 
operation on  the  part  of  all  con- 
cerned, but  as  this  will  be  for  the 
public's  good  and  the  increased 
safety  of  the  community,  it  Is  cer- 
tain this  will  be  most  cheerfully 
given  by  all  concerned. 

The  scheme  of  training  for  "shore 
boatman"    will    probably  include 
many  of  the  same  subjects  as  for 
coast  watchers,  with  the  addition  of 
the  management  of  a  boat  in  rough 
weather,  and  how  to  lift  or  transfer 
a  person  from  the  water  to  a  boat 
with  ease  and  safety,  and  how  to 
»*-  send  a  signal 
swer  the  same.

A  TRUMP- REDUCING  PLAY 

Many  bridge  writers  reach  almost 
the  height  of  ecstasy  in  describing 
the  simple  and  the  grand  coups  as 
remarkable  feats  at  the  btadge  table. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  they  are  neither 
remarkable  nor  striking;  they  are  in 
essence  nothing  but  trump-reducing 
plays.  While  the  grand  coup  is  rare, 
because  ordinarily  there  are  not  good 
cards  to  be  ruffed  in  the  process  of 
trump  reduction,  the  line  of  play  to 
successfully  execute  the  coup  is 
much  more  clearly  marked  than 
with  other  so-called  expert  plays, 
such  as  squeezes  and  forced  leads. 
The  reason  such  plays  excite  the 
comment  they  do  is  because  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  cards  making  them 
possible  is  uncommon  rather  than 
that  the  plays  are  difficult. 

The  hand  below,  which  was  played 
in  a  practice  match  prior  to  the 
United  States  Bridge  Association's 
grand  national  tournament,  devel- 
oped in  the  grand  coup,  by  which 
the  declare  •  made  a  contract  of  six, 
when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  his  part- 
ner should  have  played  the  hand  for 
seven  in  another  suit.

When  the  knave  dropped  from  the 
West  hand  the  declarer  still  hoped 
to  find  that  West  held  also  the  ten 
and  was  merely  false-carding  to  be- 
cloud the  issue.  However,  a  second 
round  of  trumps  disclosed  the  fact 
that  onl^by  means  of  the  coup  sit- 
uation could  the  contract  be  made 
The  ace  of  hearts  was  next  laid 
down,  followed  by  the  king  of  clubs, 
and  the  dummy  was  then  entrrerl 
by  leading  the  knave  of  clubs,  which 
was  overtaken  by  the  ace.  The  queen 
of  clubs  was  now  led  from  dummy, 
and  East,  seeing  the  coup  In  prepar- 
ation, felt  that  the  one  chance  to 
defeat  It  was  to  find  8outh  with 
three  clubs.  He  therefore  ruffed  with 
the  spade  six  and  South  over-ruffrd 
with  the  seven.  Dummy  was  re-en- 
tered by  the  lead  of  a  small  dia- 
mond and  the  ten  of  clubs  led.  At 
this  point  East  discarded  a  diamond 
and  South  discarded  his  last  heart 
South  now  led  the  club  six  from 
dummy.  East  discarded  another  dia- 
mond, and  South  ruffed  with  the 
"■pade  four,  completing  the  grand 
coup.  South  now  re-entered  the 
dummy  with  the  lead  of  a  diamond, 
and  when  East  followed  suit  the 
declarer  was  assured  not  only  of  his 
contract  but  of  an  overtrick  as  well, 
as  the  next  lead  was  through  East's

While  It  Is  true  that  the  hand 
netted  all  thirteen  tricks,  the  suc- 
cess of  the  play  depended  too  much 
upon  sufficient  clubs  and  diamonds 
In  the  Bast  hand  to  be  very  depend- 
able.

Estate  Administration  and  Its 
Relation  to  Life  Insurance."  was  th,e 
subject  of  an  address  given  by 
Samuel  J  D.  Clack,  estates  manager 
of  the  Royal  Trust  Company,  to 
members  of  the  Victoria  and  Island 
Life  Underwriter's  Association  at 
luncheon  in  Spencer's  dining-room 
yesterday. 

Mr.  Clack  pointed  out  the  value 
of  life  lnsuranoe  in  the  administra- 
tion of  estates  especially  where  the 
estate  consisted  of  real  property, 
bonds  or  securities  upon  which  lev- 
ies wei-re  made  for  succession  duties, 
the  payment  of  current  debts  and 
the  cost  of  administration. 

CAUSE  Or  LOSSES 

When  it  became  imperative  that 
dues  were  to  be  paid,  it  would  often 
be  necessary  to  dispose  of  bonds, 
or  securities  on  a  biased  market 
resulting  in  direct  loss  to  the  estate. 
Where  a  fair  amount  of  insurance 
is  carried  into  the  estate,  there  Is 
usually  sufficient  liquid  assets  to 
pay  off  immediate  demands.  Life 
insurance,  he  said,  was  worth  one 
hundred  cents  on  the  dollar  In  the 
money  market,  but  not  so  bonds, 
which  were  continually  liable  to 
drop  in  value. 

Loss  of  time  and  money  could 
easily  be  avoided  by  a  little  thought 
and  life  insurance  included  in  the 
assets  of  the  estate.  Mr.  Clack  in- 
stanced a  number  of  cases  where 
difficulties  had  arisen  in  connection 
with  cash  legacies  where,  after  ad- 
ministration costs  had  been  taken 
care  of.  debts  paid,  and  succession 
duties  paid  out,  there  had  been  a 
heavy  reduction  in  the  amount  of 
the  cash  legacies  payable.  Other 
instances,  he  quoted,  were  in  con- 
nection with  estates  heavily  burden- 
ed by  mortgages  or  wholly  in  real 

into  cash  for  the  benefit  of  the 
legatees. 

INSURANCE  VALUES 
Oftentimes,  he  said,  it  was  nec- 
essary to  apply  second  mortgages  at 
a  high  rate  of  interest  in  order  to 
prevent  discomfort  and  actual  want 
among  those  entitled  to  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  estate.  Mr.  Clack  was 
very  emphatic  in  his  remarks  con- 
cerning the  value  of  life  Insurance 
in  the  administration  of  estates  and 
strongly  advised  that  some  amount 
should  be  set  aside  In  insurance  so 
as  to  guard  the  security  of  the 
future  of  dependents. 

Mr  Clack  was  cordially  thanked 
for  his  address  In  a  resolution  which 
was  moved  by  Col.  Lome  Ross.  The 
meeting  was  presided  over  by  the 
newly-elected  president,  Robert 
Semple.  who  made  an  appeal  for 
larger  attendances  at  future  meet- 
ings. 

A  report  was  received  from  the 
Association's  legislative  committee 
dealing  with  the  amendments  to  the 
Succession  and  Insurance  Acts,  and 
:t  was  decided  to  have  the  commit- 
tee meet  again  and  draw  up  a  group 
of  suggestions  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  Life  Officers'  Association.

Welch  &  fitewart.  m  1918,  In  the 
first  place;  its  later  effort*  to  com- 
plete the  line  from  Vancouver  to 
i"  iMi-  i  .<  i.ik'  until  eauuli!  in  the 
gumbo  at  Cottonwood  Creek;  or  Its 
more  recent  endeavors  to  .vll  it 
abroad;  and  now  to  boost  it  up  and 
give  it  away  at  a  reasonable  sacri- 
fice, also  simultaneously;  the  his- 
tory of  the  Pacific  Oreat  Eastern 
Railway  is  a  matter  of  extended 
record. 

As  pointed  out  by  The  Colonist  on 
more  than  one  occasion,  the  Prov- 
ince, in  acquiring  the  road,  in- 
herited from  the  contractors  the 
agreement  of  January  23.  1912,  made 
with  the  O rand  Trunk  Pacific  Rail- 
way, now  part  of  the  National  sys- 
tem. The  vital  part  of  this  agree- 
ment was  that  all  passenger,  freight 
and  mall  traffic  originating  on 
Grand  Trunk  lines  destined  for 
Vancouver  or  points  off  the  P.O.E. 
would,  where  controlled  by  the 
G.T.P.,  be  routed  over  the  P.O.E. 
line.  In  other  words,  the  P.O.E. 
was  to  become  the  Pacific  outlet  for 
the  G.T.P..  with  all  that  that  im- 
plied. Reciprocal  express  and  tele- 
graph routing  was  also  part  of  the 
bargain,  in  a  pact  to  bind  not  only 
principals,  but  their  heirs  and  suc- 
cessors on  either  hand. 

BASED  ON  CONTRACT 

Largely  on  the  fact  of  this  agree- 
ment, the  Province  took  over  the 
P.O.E.,  it  is  argued,  deeming  suc- 
cess assured.  The  Province  wanted 
a  Pacific  outlet  for  the  Central  and 
Northern  sections  of  its  territory 
and  another  link  with  a  national 
system.  The  Grand  Trunk  and  the 
Canadian  Northern  were  consol- 
idated as  part  of  the  Canadian  Na- 
tional Railways,  and  the  Pacific 
Great  Eastern,  with  its  vision  of  a 
Prince  George-Vancouver  main  line 
link,  was  left  in  the  air.  The  Ca- 
nadian Northern  lines  became  the 
Pacific  outlet  of  the  former  G.T.P., 
and  all  the  "assurance"  ran  out  of 
the  P.O.E  picture. 

That  left  the  P.O.E.  without  head 
or  tall,  starting  nowhere,  and  end- 
ing between  300  and  400  miles  away 
from  the  same  destination.  There 
followed  desperate  provincial  ef- 
forts to  build  a  way  out.  From 
North  Vancouver  to  Whytecllff, 
from  Quesnel  to  Cottonwood  Creek, 
and  from  Prince  Oeorge  south  for 
seventeen  miles,  rails  were  laid.  The 
entire  route  from  Prince  George 
was  graded,  and  then  the  effort 
stopped  in  the  gumbo  at  Cotton- 
wood Creek,  with  useless  bridge 
materials,  rusting  rails,  and  very 
little  hope  left. 

OPERATING  PROFIT 

The  section  of  the  road  between 
8quamtsh  and  Quesnel,  subsequently 
revived  and  made  operative,  re- 
turned large  scale  deficits,  at  first. 
In  1926  the  operating  deficit  was 
$274,971.  In  1933.  however,  this  had 
been  turned  to  a  profit  on  operating 
account  of  about  $73,000,  a  differ 
ence  by  improvement  in  operations 
of  $34B,000  on  an  annual  basis.  Also, 
within  recent  years,  a  safe  route 
past  Cottonwood  Creek  was  found. 

In  1912  the  Province  had  guar- 
anteed 450  miles  of  the  road  at 
$35,000  a  mile.  In  1914  this  was 
extended  to  cover  480  miles,  and

became  $42,000  per  mile  in  total 
guarantees.  Liabilities  in  connec- 
tion with  the  road  at  the  end  of 
1932  were  $73,249,000,  including  $20,- 
160.000  in  guaranteed  stock  and 
bonds,  provincial  loans  of  $19,647,000 
with  accrued  interest  of  $13,983,000. 
and  $13,371,000  in  interest  paid  on 
the  stock  and  bonds,  with  other 
items. 

The  difference  between  the  initial 
investment  of  $20,040,981  as  In  1912, 
and  the  gross  figure  of  some  $73,- 
000,000  today  includes  Interest, 
maintenance,  extensions,  and  other 
;tems  borne  .in  the  interim,  not  ex- 
cluding deficits  amounting  to  about 
$5,600,000.  Much  of  the  sum  has 
been  already  paid  out,  and  is  not 
recoverable. 

On  November  1,  1933.  the  public 
held  provincial  direct  and  Indirect 
obligations  in  connection  with  the 
road  of  $35,577,000,  while  fixed 
charges  annually  were  at  $2,326,000. 
including  Interest  and  sinking  funds. 
This  represents  the  present  state 
of  commitments  on  the  road.  As- 
suming nothing  further  was  paid 
on  capital  works  or  maintenance, 
the  'oss  that  will  accrue  to  the  Prov- 
ince up  to  1967  is  placed  at  $M,- 
265.000.  of  which  $18,966,000  is  for 
direct  obligations,  and  $37,289,000  on 
indirect. 

Potentially  half  of  the  Provincial 
public  debt,  the  Pacific  Oreat  East- 
ern Railway  is  today  a  line  running 
from  Squamlsh  to  Quesnel.  and 
paradoxically  enough,  pays  an  op- 
erating profit  of  $73,000  a  year  on 
its  running  operations,  exclusive  of 
carrying  charges. 

The  British  Columbia  argument  is 
that  the  road  was  destined  to  be  an 
integral  part  of  the  national  rail- 
way system,  and  should  it  now  be- 
come so,  it  would  fulfil  its  rightful 
part  in  the  public  Interest,  not  alone 
of  British  Columbia,  but  of  Canada 
as  a  whole.

Mr.  Forbes  declared.  Television 
has  not  advanced  to  a  point  where 
it  might  even  be  considered  as  a 
saleable  commodity  In  the 
tainment  market.

Mr.  Warren,  in  discussing  boule- 
vard development,  said  that  it  was 
proposed  to  replace,  with  shrubs,  trees 
that  had  been  taken  out  of  boule- 
vards. The  trees  in  between  these 
shrubs,  when  replaced  later,  would 
be  replaced  by  some  flowering  tree 
that  would  enhance  the  beauty  of 
the  city's  boulevard  system  to  an 
even  greater  extent. 

These  trees.  howeveT,  would  be  of

Revision  Court  Offers  Few  guild. 
Changes  in  Assessments 
Made  by  Official 


"The  Antiochian  Chalice,"  the 
discovery  of  which,  In  1910,  at 
Antloch,  in  Syria,  aroused  such  wide 
Interest  in  the  Christian  world,  was 
the  subject  of  a  lecture  by  Rev. 
Alan  Gardiner,  of  St.  Paul's  Church. 
Eaqulmalt,  to  members  of  the  Men  s 
Guild  of  Christ  Church  Cathedral, 
last  night. 

The  Chalice  Itself  Is  a  rare  ob- 
ject, but  Its  great  value  lies  in  its 
possible  connection  with  the  earliest 
Christian  era,  some  authorities  hold- 
ing the  belief  that  it  was  used  by 
Christ  at  the  institution  of  the 
Holy  Communion.  This  belief 
formed  the  greater  part  of  the  dis- 
cussion of  Mr.  Oardiner,  and  at  the 
conclusion  provoked  an  earnest  de- 
bate among  the  members  of  the

The  council  of  Oak  Bay,  sitting 
as  a  court  of  revision  on  the  assess- 
ment appeals  for  this  year,  made 
good  progress  last  evening.  Only 
about  half  of  the  fourteen,  whose 
cases  were  set  down  for  last  night, 
appeared  to  object  to  the  assess- 
ment. Among  those  who  appeared 
were  Mrs.  A.  E.  McCulloch,  who  pro- 
tested against  the  land  value  of 
$3,800  put  on  her  property  outside 
the  northern  gates  of  the  Uplands 
C\  H.  O'Halloran,  appearing  on  her 
behalf,  urged  that  this  valuation 
was  too  high  and  cited  the  valua- 
tion of  $2,500.  the  year  before. 

It  was  urged  that  there  was  doubt 
about  a  lane  there  and  the  proxi- 
mity of  the  school  property  also 
depreciated  the  value. 

R.  F.  Blandy.  assessor,  said  that 
all  this  had  been  taken  into  account 
when  he  made  the  assessment.  The 
lot  was  a  waterfront  one  and  one 
of  the  best  in  the  Uplands.  If  It 
were  not  for  the  objectionable  fea 
tures  alluded  to.  the  lot  should  be 
valued  at  the  rate  of  $4,000  an  acre 
A  reduction  of  $300  In  the  land 
value  was  made. 

LAND  TOO  LOW 
Alexis  Martin,  representing  Mrs 
P.  I.  King,  objected  to  the  value  ot 
$830  on  the  land,  asking  for  $500, 
the  amount  paid  by  her  »for  the 
lot  on  Newport  Avenue.  The  lot 
was  low  and  the  basement  had  been 
flooded.  It  was  pointed  out  that 
this  was  the  fault  of  the  architect 
and  builder,  who  should  not  have 
erected  a  building  below  the  level 
of  the  surface  drain.  The  court 
lowered  the  assessment  to  $500  on 
the  lot  and  cut  $400  off  the  build- 
ing valuation. 

C.  H.  O'Halloran  wanted  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  value  placed  on  his  new 
home  on  Beach  Drive.  He  felt  $15,- 
000  was  too  high  for  a  property 
that  cost  him  only  $13,000.  No  re- 
duction was  allowed,  it  being  held 
that  the  property  was  a  bargain 
at  the  price  paid  by  Mr.  O'Halloran 
B.  Sutherland  made  an  annual 
objection  to  the  assessment  on  his 
Monterey  property,  but  was  refused 
a  reduction.  It  was  held  by  the 
assessor  that  he  had  made  a  bar- 
gain purchase  when  he  bought. 
nomi  on  mis 
The  Home  Oil.  Ltd  ,  holding  var- 
ious lots  throughout  the  munici- 
pality, wanted  reductions,  but  the 
assessor  took  the  ground  that  these 
sites  were  valuable  owing  to  there 
being  few  garage  and  service  station 
sites  allowed  In  the  municipality 
and  the  properties  of  the  Home  OH 
were  in  this  class. 

One  corner  near  a  site  set  aside 
as  a  hotel  location,  and  which  would 
probably  be  built  upon  later,  on 
Beach  Drive,  was  reduced  from 
$3  900  to  $3,500. 

A  few  other  slight  reduc 
made,  but  in  the  main  the 
ments  stood  as  they  were. 

On  Monday  evening,  there  will 
be  twenty-one  appeals  heard  and 
later  the  council  will  consider  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company's  appeal  and 
that  of  the  Golf  Clubs. 


FOUND  IN  1910 

The  Great  Chalice  of  Antloch, 
as  it  has  now  come  to  be  known 
among  archaeologists,  was  discov- 
ered in  1910  by  a  group  of  Arabs 
engaged  In  digging  a  well.  With  the 
Chalice,  a  number  of  other  articles 
were  found  and  these  Included  a 
silver  cup,  two  silver  book  covers, 
and  a  large  ornamental  cross,  but 
these,  It  Is  said,  offered  no  means 
of  identification  of  the  Chalice  it- 
self, or  gave  any  direct  Indication  of 
the  antiquity  of  the  great  vessel. 

After  the  discovery  of  the  Chalice 
was  learned,  efforts  to  trace  it  were 
successful,  and  it  was  taken  to  Paris, 
but  during  the  Great  War  was  re- 
moved to  New  York  for  safe  keep- 
ing, and  it  remains  in  a  strong  box 
hi  that  city.  Mr.  Gardiner  inti- 
mated it  might  remain  there  for 
some  time,  because  of  the  inability 
of  the  present  holders  to  determine 
what  institution  it  should  be  pre- 
sented to.  Claims  are  made  by  the 
Anglican  Church  in  New  York  and 
also  by  the  Roman  Church. 
DESCRIBES  VESSEL 

The  Chalice  was  described  by  Mr 
Oardiner  as  a  most  beautiful  piece 
of  craftsmanship.  It  has  an  inner 
cup  of  plain  silver,  and  an  outer 
cup,  or  carved  container,  inter- 
stlced  so  that  the  Inner  silver  ves- 
sel shines  through  the  spaclngs.  It 
is  the  opinion  of  the  experts  that 
the  Chalice  is  a  Christian  object, 
but  the  date  of  Its  use  or  make  is 
still  doubtful  and  may  continue  to 
be  so.  • 

The  Interpretations  of  the  figures 
carved  on  the  outer  vessel  have  been 
under  careful  study  for  a  number  of 
years,  and  several  of  the  authorities 
have,  they  believe,  Interpreted  the 
meaning  and  the  position  of  the 
figures.  Another  controversy  that 
has  been  repeatedly  discussed  by  the 
authorities,  the  minister  stated,  was 
the  age  of  the  outer  and  inner  cups, 
some  holding  to  the  belief  that  the 
outer  cup  was  made  some  years 
later,  to  protect  the  inner. 

Mr.  Oardiner  quoted  the  opinion 
of  several  authorities  on  the  Chalice, 
but  not  in  all  cases  do  they  agree 
concerning  the  probable  time  of 
its  use.  and  why  it  was  burled  at 
Antloch,  unless  it  was  at  the  time 
that  place  was  assailed. 

The  great  Chalice  forms  an  in- 
teresting study  and  Mr.  Oardiner 
made  the  best  of  a  very  difficult 
subject.  He  had  an  opportunity, 
while  at  Toronto,  to  study  the  pho-^ 
tographs  of  the  various  figures,  and 
)f  reading  the  volumes  compiled  by 
the  authorities. 

The  meeting  was  presided  over 
by  H.  H.  Smith,  who  extended  to 
Mr.  Oardiner  the  thanks  and  ap- 
preciation of  the  members  of  the 
guild  for  his

"In  the  first  place,  mortgage 
money  is  not  obtainable  at  rates  of 
interest  less  than  7,  7 Mi  or  8  per 
cent  per  annum,  and  this  has  to  be 
accompanied  by  a  reduction  of  5 
per  cent  of  the  capital  loaned 
Further.  Ihe  borrower  has  to  pay  a 
procuration  fee  of  1  per  cent. 

"In  the  second  place  It  la  prac- 
tically impossible  for  a  borrower  to 
secure  a  second  mortgage,  but 
should  he  do  so  he  has  to  pay  a 
bonus  for  the  loan,  together  with 
Interest  at  the  same  rate  as  the 
first  mortgage,  plus  an  amortization 
of  the  loan,  based  generally  on  a 
repayment  within  three  years,  also 
a  procuration  fee.

"In  addition  there  are  the  full 
charges  for  drawing  the  mortgages, 
searches,  certificates,  etc.,  all  of 
which  are  legitimate  charges.  These 
charges  make  the  cost  of  borrowing 
so  heavy  as  to  be  prohibitive,  except 
In  very  few  cases  where  a  borrower 
has  a  fairly  large  Income  and  is 
able  to  provide  the  same.  However, 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  the  sec- 
ond mortgage  loan,  in  the  first 
place,  together  with  the  heavy 
charges  for  securing  It,  and  the 
heavy  repayments,  make  this  meth- 
od of  financial  assistance  towards 
the  construction  of  a  home  prac- 
tically out  of  the  question. 

"These  obstacles  to  ease  in  flnanc- 
niR  the  construction  of  a  home  have 
greatly  retarded  the  development  of 
Western  Canada  as  compared  with 
the  growth  and  development  of 
cities  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

"The  ease  with  which  home  build- 
ers could  arrange  for  financial  as- 
sistance to  the  south  of  the  boun- 
dary has  been  one  of  the  .reatest 
factors  in  the  development  of  the 
cities  and  in  the  cause  of  home 
ownership. 

"The  proposed  method  of  financ- 
ing the  scheme  Is  as  follows. 
FINANCING  METHOD 

"The  creation  of  a  trust  company 
which  shall  sell  its  bonds  guaran- 
teed as  to  interest  by  the  city  and 
to  bear  6  per  cent  interest,  the 
trust  company  to  advance  the  mon- 
ey* derived  from  the  sale  of  its 
bonds  to  borrowers  who  shall  pur- 
chase reverted  property  from  the 
city 

"The  borrower  must  be  able  to 
show  that  he  has  either  a  perma- 
nent Job  or  is  in  receipt  of  an  In- 
come derived  from  some  other 
source  than  his  labor.  Also  he  must 
be  able  to  prove  good  citizenship 
and  such  other  proofs  of  stability 
as  may  be  thought  necessary. 

'  The  borrower  would  pay  6  per 
rent  Interest  on  hi*  loan,  together 
with  an  amortization  payment  of  4 
per  cent  per  annum.  He  would  also 
pay  taxes  and  Insurance  on  the 
dwelling,  together  with  4  per  cent 
interest  on  the  sum  he  owes  the 
city  on  a  second  mortgage  as  here- 
after set  out.  Tliese  payments  would 
be  made  monthly  as  rent,  and  would 
be  paid  Into  the  city  treasury. 

"No  procuration  fee  would  be 
charged. 

"The  borrower  would  submit  plans 
and  specifications  on  the  dwelling 
he  proposed  to  erect  and  the  same 
would  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  building  inspector  as  to  the 
city's  requirements  and  to  the  trust 
company  as  to  elevations,  etc. 

"Tenders  would  be  submitted  from 
not  less  than  three  contractors,  who 
must  tx*  duly  licenced  to  build  with- 
in the  city  of  Victoria.

"The  loan  should  not  exceed  do 


per  cent  of  the  contract  price  of 
the  dwelling,  together  with  the  as- 
se&sed  value  of  the  land.  The  bor- 
rower would  be  required  to  find  the 
balance  of  cost  of  the  dwelling. 

"The  trust  company  would  retain 
all  rights  of  issuance  of  fire  insur- 
ance policies  as  part  of  its  remun- 
leration  for  services  rendered. 

"The  city  would  be  required  to 
give  title  to  the  land  to^be  built  on. 

mortgage  bearing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum.  There 
should  be  no  requirement  of  any 
amortization  of  this  loan.  The  loan 
should  be  for  fifteen  years  with  per- 
mission to  pay  off  the  same  either 
In  whole  or  in  part  at  any  time 
without  notice. 

"The  city  would  prepare  all  nec- 
essary deeds  of  conveyance  and  all 
mortgages  and  would  attend  to  the 
registration  thereof,  charging  only  a 
minimum  for  services  rendered,  the 
object  being  to  keep  costs  as  low  as 
possible  to  the  lot  buyer. 

CITY  ADMINISTRATION 

"The  city  would  make  all  collec- 
tions and  send  bi-weekly  statements 
together  with  the  funds  collected  to 
the  trust  company. 

"In  the  event  of  a  trust  company- 
being  unwilling  or  unable  to  take 
over  the  proposed  operations  of  a 
trust  as  outlined,  then  the  city 
might  secure  the  necessary  legisla- 
tion to  enable  it  to  borrow  either 
through  the  sale  of  debentures  in 
advance,  or  from  the  bank  for  the 
Immediate  needs,  and  to  repay  the

That  the  tension  over  the  London 
Naval  Treaty  la  still  acute  In  Japan 
was  Illustrated  by  the  retirement, 
last  month,  from  active  service  of 
Admiral  Baron  Klyokazu  Abo,  fol- 
lowing four  other  high  naval  offi- 
cers who  were  subjected  to  severe 
criticism  on  the  ground  of  "week- 
kneed  policy"  In  advocating  the 
position  which  Japan  accepted 
under  the  treaty. 

He  was  the  third  highest  ranking 
officer  on  the  active  list,  coming 
na»t  to  Fleet -Admiral  Count  Hel- 
hachiro  Togo  and  Admiral  Hlro- 
haru  Kato.  Admiral  Abo's  retire- 
ment closely  follows  the  ascension 
to  pawer,  as  commander-in-chief 
of  the  combined  fleet  and  the  first 
fleet,  of  vice-Admiral  Nobumasa 
.Suetaugu,  who  vigorously  denounced 
the  London  Naval  Treaty  and  who 
consequently  had  suffered  tem- 
porary obscurity.  Rheumatism  was 
given  for  Admiral  Abo's  retirement, 
but  the  vernacular  press  of  Japan 
states  he  is  In  perfect  health  and 
has  two  years  yet  to  serve  a*  a 
member  of  the    Supreme  Military 


tackled  the  Government  for  agree- 
ing to  the  navy  pact. 

Tltis  resulted  In  a  direct  memorial 
to  the  throne  by  Admiral  Kato.  de- 
nouncing the  effect  of  the  treaty  on 
Japan's  national  defence.  Admiral 
Yamanashl  was  then  vice-admiral, 
later  being  promoted  to  full  ad- 
miral and  commander  of  the  Kure 
Naval  Station.  Shortly  after  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Supreme  Military 
Council.  Last  year  he  found  his 
cause  declining  and  departed  from 
active  service. 


MAY  15  INCIDENT 

The  vernacular  press  attributes 
the  ascension  of  Vice- Admiral  Suet- 
sugu and  the  retirement  of  the  five 
defenders  of  the  London  Naval 
Treaty  tothe  May  15  lncldent.^ln 
which  Premier  Inukai  was  assas- 
sinated by  young  militarists  in- 
censed at  the  armament  agreement. 
Admiral  Takeshi  Takarabe.  one- 
time Navy  Minister  and  a  Japanese 
delegate  to  the  London  Naval  Con- 
ference, was  to  withdraw  from 
active  service.  Then  Admiral  Kei- 
suke  Okada.  also  a  former  Navy 
Minister,  was  placed  on  the  retired 
list.  He  was  charged  by  the  "big 
navy"  group  with  having  acted  In 
the  Interests  of  the  Hamaguchi 
Cabinet  against  the  Naval  General 
staff.  Premier  Hamaguchi  was  an- 
other victim  of  political  assassina- 
tion. 

•  During  the  court-martial  of  navy 
officers  and  military  cadets  for  the 
violence  of  May  15.  1933,  some  of 
the  defendants  harshly  criticized 
Admiral  Naomi  Tanlguchl,  who 
succeeded  Admiral  Kato  as  chief  of 
the  naval  general  staff,  on  the  wit- 
new  stand,  of  "unfaithful  services" 
to  the  Imperial  Navy.  The  Ad- 
miral promptly  resigned,  explain- 
ing that  the  public  criticism  had 
shamed  him.

The  committee  believed  the  po- 
tentialities are  such  that  a  hydro- 
electric scheme  can  be  evolved  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  city  and  dis- 
trict served  by  the  franchise,  that 
would  not  only  be  more  efficient, 
but  would  save  the  city  over  $7,000 
a  yar  in  fuel  and  Incidental  costs. 

The  natural  drainage  system  can 
presently  provide  water  easily  suf- 
ficient for  all  power  purposes  for 
eight  6r  nine  months  of  the  year.
